DOCTRINAL PREACHING. 

But we have a stronger reason for resisting the pre- 
vailing prejudice against doctrinal preaching. I is, 
that no other kind of preaching is likely to be attend- 
ed permanently by much evangelical fruit. This re- 
mark would, in some places, be deemed more than 
questionable, but the evidence of its truth over-sways 
every thing which can be alleged against it. 

In the first place it is ouly doctrinal preaching 
that will keep the people’s attention awake. he ex- 
| citement produced by essays, rhapsodies, and decla- 
| mations is always transient; the means having in 
| themselves no tendency to perpetuate it. It cannot 

but be vain to attempt, by such means, to meet the 








| leep exigencies cf intellectual natures, to ask them to 
| be satisfied with nothing better than the song of one 
| who has a pleasant voice, while they are capable of 
| the blessedness of knowing even as they are kuown. 
| Pacts invariably confirm this remark. In what con- 
| gregation, which does not hear and will not endure 
(doctrinal discourses, does a lively attention to religion 
| permanently exist? But of what avail is any preach- 
| ing, if the people are indifferent to it; and what can 
keep them attentive but something which gives exer- 
cise to their thoughts and instructs their understand- 
ings; 

Again—Of all gracious affection and action, sound 
doctrine is evermore the objective cause. By the 
laws of mind, moral feeling cannot exist without an 
object in the mind’s view to which it eorresponds.— 

| Its impossible for a man to act or feel intelligently, 
without something in his thoughts. All men under- 


| Stand this; and hence it is a thing unknown for one 


to undertake to actuate the mind of his fellow, but by 
presenting considerations adapted to produce the de- 
sired result. Who tries to convince a person without 
urging reasons; or to alarm him without stating 
causes of alarm ; or to please him without specifying 
grounds of pleasure? In religion, no more than in 
any other department of intelligent agency, is it by 
rant, or authoritative denunciations and demands, or 
any such like uninstructive methods, that the powers 
and affections of the human mind can be wrought 
into just emotion. Tfow vainly then are ministers 
occupied, in endeavouring to affecttheir hearers truly 
and graciously, by any other than doctrinal discourse ? 
The impression to be produced being the counterpart 
of some doctrine; they might as well think to see 
without a thing visible, or to produce an effect without 
its appropriate cause, as to expect the impression 
without inculeating the doctrine. 

Let the appeal now be made to observation. Let 
facts settle the question. True experimental and 
practical religion are, according to facts, the attend- 
ants, not of the declamatory or essay strain of preach- 
ing; but of that preaching which discerns the foun- 
dations of things, and rightly divides the word of truth 
to the pecple.

all well dressed, and apparently respectable persons. 
We visited the poor house, and found there four sick 
and infirm persons, one of whom made a good deal of 
complaint for want of supplies and atteution, We 
found only two other persons in the Colony who ex- 
pressed any dissatisfaction, and we had inuch reason to 
doubt whether they had any good cause for it. The 
soil at Caldwell and Millsbarg is es fertile as we ever 
saw, and much like the lands on the Mississippi. We 
saw growing upon it, pepper, corn, rice, ee 
cassada, plantains, cotton, oranges, limes, c speas, 
beans, sweet potatoes, water-melons, cucumbers, sou- 
sop, bananas, and many other fruits and vegetables. 
We saw cattle, sheep, and goats; also, swine and poul- 
try in-great abundance. Wherever we went, the peo- 
jle appeared to enjoy good health; and a more healthy 
Dohiag people, particularly the children, we have not 
seen in the United States. We were there in what is 
called the rainy season, (although it rained hard but 
onee, for ubout half an hour, durin the whole three 
weeks of our visit;) and instead of the heat being op- 
pressive, we had constantly a fine breeze, and the air 
was as cool as it is as Natchez, about the last of Sep- 
tember. 
We ought to say, that our voyage was very pleasant, 

and nearly all those who sailed with us from Norfolk 

158,) appeared to enjoy themselves well. Just be- 
our arrival at the Colony, a few were taken sick, 
and two children, (one an infant,) died soon after they 
were landed. Our own health while in the Colony, 
was perfectly good, although we were much exposed to 
the night air. We must say, that, had what we have 
seen of the prosperity of the Colony of Liberia, been 
reported to us by others, we could hardly have believ- 
ed them; and are therefore oe to expect that 
our own report may be discredited by our colored breth- 
ren. We wish them to see and judge for themselves. 
Whiutever they may say or think, itis our deliberate 
judgment, that the free people of color will greatly im- 
prove their character and condition, and bocome more
